RITISH COLUMBIANS, AND 
particularly the 45,000 Indian 
residents. of the province, are wait- 
ing with considerable interest to 
learn more details of Premier Ben- 
nett’s proposed $25-million fund to 
aid the education of the native pop- 
ulation. The announced fund is’ ex- 
pected to yield an annual revenue 
of $1.5 millions for the worthy pur- 
pose which Mr. Bennett has under- 
taken, but it is evident that it will 
have to be applied to something 
other than basic education costs, 
since these are already underwrit- 
ten by the federal government. 
“Asa result of much good work 
by Mr. Arthur Laing, the federal 
former minister of Indian affairs, 
the federal government has recog- 
nized a need as well as a responsi- 
bility and this year the budget pro- 
vides $59. millions for Indian educa- 
tion. The charges for Indian pupils’ 
attendance at public schools are un- 
_ derwritten; and in addition all the 
costs of an Indian student attend- 
ing university, including fees, books 
and living expenses, are paid. 
The latter group, unfortunately, 


is not a large one, for few Indian 
young people make their’ way 
through the publie school system to 
the campuses of this country. But 
the increased interest of Indians in 
gaining a lower-school and second- 
ary education should in time pro- 
duce more undergraduates, and 
there are growing numbers taking 
advantage of vocational school 
courses. 

Where. Mr. Bennett’s aid fund 
will fit into this picture is not clear. 
We must hope that the offer was 
not one of those sweeping but un- 
fulfilled gestures which the Premier 
‘So enjoys—the fund to aid needy 
peoples abroad was one such, for it 
Sat unused until very recently -as a 
silent monument to generosity.

Hobson’s Choice in Sweden 


ARGELY OVERLOOKED IN 
the current circus parade of 
American presidential campaigning, 
Sweden is proceeding with prelimin- 
aries for an-election next month 
which could change the government 
without effecting much change in 
the. way the country is governed. 


During the last three and one- 
half decades, with one interruption, 
the Social Democrat government 
has developed a cradie-to-the-grave 
welfare statism which now absorbs 
two-fifths of the gross national pro- 
duct. It has given the Swedes the 
second highest living standard in the 
world and, apparently, the most suc- 
cessful cultural, as opposed to econ- 
omic, socialism extant. 


Under it the people have enjoyed 
a degree of prosperity that has 


—~avoided slums and reduced the con- 


ventional variation between _ the 
wealthy and the poor noticeable in 
most other modern nations, But ob- 
servers note a growing resentment 
against the “queue state” and the 
inability of the authorities to pro- 
vide reasonably priced housing for 
families that feel cramped in exist- 
ing accommodation. 


Also noticeable is a surge of 
protest by young people, a large ele- 
ment of whom will be voting for the 
first time in September. But the 
protest is largely directed against 
geographically remote targets — 
racism in various parts of the world, 
particularly in South Africa and 
Rhodesia, and the United States 
position in Vietnam. 

A short while ago, the opposition 
composed of Liberal, Conservative 
and Centre parties hoped to make 
significant gains in the election, per- 
haps to overthrow the Social Demo- 
crats. More recently questions have 
arisen over the direction any govern- 
ment would take. There is little in- 
clination among opponents of the 
government to attempt to roll back 
the social welfare statism of the 
country, nor much désire on the part 
of the Social Democrats to expand 
state ownership. The alternative to 
the Social Democrats is apparently 
a government with a different name 
but able to offer little, if anything, 
more than the present government 
has accomplished. “Why”, asks one 
Swedish cynic, “change to a bour- 
geois government? We have one 
already.”

T= NEGATIVE REACTION BY 
big powers to Britain's pro- 
posed treaty banning production of 
bacteriological weapons _points- up 
one of the major incongruities of our 
times. The suggestion is reportedly 
viewed with hostility by Russia and 
has been given a cool reception by 
the United ‘States. It will be under- 
stood that disarmament is seen by 
those concerned as a balancing pro- 
cedure which will preserve relative 
strengths. One country is seldom 
prepared to weaken its position in 
relation to a potential adversary.

Pills, Prices, People and Protection 


HE Canadian pharmaceutical manu- 
tacturers, in co!laboration with 
friends abroad, are preparing to do for 
the World Health Organization (WHO) 
what

papal encyclical. It might have escaped 
public attention altogether but for a 
timely release from Dr. William Wigle, 
president of the Canadian association, 


who works untiringly “in Ottawa to 
retain a niche in the just society for 
pharmaceutical manufacturers. 


Dr. Wigie, a much-travelled master of 
the graceful phrase, has been in 
Stockholm participating in the formation 
of the International Federation of 
Phartiraceutical Manufactuers’ Associa- 
tions. His prescriptions evidently have 
considerable impact, because he has 
been named a member of the sevenaman 
council. This jis doubtless a tribute not 
only to Dr. Wigie, but also to the 
pioneering spirit of the Canadian indus- 
try, which has achieved price levels 
almost unmatched in the world. 


Another Cartel? 

Suspicion abounds nowadays, and 
there may be a disposition in some 
Quarters to regard the new organization 
as another international cartel. It is 
obviously of considerable scope, embrac- 
ing the associations of Canada, the 
United States, the Common Market and 
EFTA, There is no mention in the 
release of the Japanese, who are 
presumably going their uncoordinated 
wey, although it appears from one 
Sentence in the release that they may 
net have been entirely overlooked by the 
Pharmaceutical founding fathers. 

For those base enough to suspect 
motives, Dr. Wigle’s description of the 
aims and objectives is as soothing as 
your favorite cough syrup. “The aim of 
the new federation,” he writes, “is to 
make a wider contribution t the 
understanding and ‘the solution of world 
wide problems, in order to advance the 
healtli and welfare of the peoples of the 
workd.”” 

It will be observed that there is not 
one word about pill prices, patents or 
profits. When one considers the plight of 


the Canadian industry, as revealed in the _ 


many anguished communiques of Dr. 
Wigle, one can only marvel at the 
dispassionate’ approach of those who 
journeyed,Obdviously at some expense, to 
this summit conference in Stockholm. 
‘The_story-continues > “It is hoped that 
in co-operation with ‘the World Health 
Organization in Geneva, the federation 
can be of ‘service to mankind in 
facilitating the provision of high quality, 


Safe and effective 
everywhere.”* 

This bas a more familiar ring. By 
chance, Dr. Wigle has couched his 
thought. in the very phrases used by 
members of Parliament in defending the 
drug ‘industry of underdeveloped Canada. 
Is there, perhaps, an unspoken hope that 
WHO will cooperate in the fashion of 
past Canadian governments, by fostering 
patent regimes which preserve us from 
unimaginable dangers at astronomical 
costs? 


Those “Ethical Principles” 


Another objective .of the federation, 
says. Dr. Wigle, is to “promote the 
development of ethical Principles and 
practices throughout the pharmaceutical 
industry.” It is perhaps pure coincidence 
but among Ottawa lobbyists the term 
“unethical practice” usually means 
price-cutting. The Stockholm conferees 
evidently wer® of the opinion that they 
Soukl -not- raise ethical standards by 
their own unassisted effort. ‘To this 
end,” Dr. Wigte explains, “‘the federation 
will strengthen and develop contacts with 
national and international organizations, 
both. governmental and non-govern- 
mental, end will invite pharmaceutical 
manufacturers” associations in ail parts 
of the world to become members of the 
federation." 

In other words, the hope is that 
government will involve itself in this 
ethical business. In the absence of 
government, human frailty asserts itself, 
So does price-cutting in pink pills. So do 
the Japanese. 

Readers of Dr. Wigle may be puzzled 
about one point in the communique. It 
turns out that, while the federation i¢ 
new, the four organizytions have in fact 
been getting together annually. since 
1962.. These merry reunions have been 
concemed with the discussion of common 


drugs to people 


problems and the exchange of informa- 
tion “in a co-operative approach to the 
provision of the best medicaments to 
mankind as effectively and efficiently as 
their broad resources can devise.” 

This is reassuring, but slso deeply 
mysterious. For only last November, Dr. 
Wigle, in Ponte Vedra, Florida, issued a 
warning chilling enough to set Canadians 
off on a coast-to-coast rush for protective 
Prescriptions. He was aroused by 
observations of the partiamentary com- 
mittee on drug prices and particularly 


incensed by the view of Mr. Henry of the 


combines branch, that the removal of 
Significant elements of protection should 
lower the prices of drugs reaching the 
Canadian market. 

Said Dr. Wigie: “I do not believe that 
the Canadian people are willing to 
jeopardize the future of the drug 
industry in Canada and that of its 10,000 
employees, for a will-o’the wisp profit 
which would put Canada at the mercy of 
foreign nations in the event of world- 
wide epidemics." 

- If Dr. Wigle was right last year, how 
could he bring himself to consort in 
Stockholm with the merciless representa- 
tives of foreign manufacturers, who may 
well be waiting impatiently for the 
opportunity to do us in? 


Untrustworthy Foreigners 

If he was wrong, as would appear 
from his description of the pharma- 
ceutical reunions, how’ could he have 
volunteered @ statement so worded as to 
Sap our confidence in foreignets, their 
ethics, their pills and their prescriptions? 

It és apparent from pharmaceutical 
literature that much in human behavior 
is attributable to digestive disturbances. 
We must therefore reckon with the 
unhappy possibility that Dr. Wigel dined 
imprudently, either in Florida or in 
Stockholm.

And he will choose 
to do so beyond a doubt, albeit in smoottr 
words, with pious phrases, and without 
the sharp-tongued Wallace-style” dema- 
gogy that might alarm the middling 
voters. : 

So much is clear. The great 
unanswered question, post- Miami, is 
whether Nixon elways meant to adopt 
the southern strategy, or came ‘ it st 
the last moment, because of the hazards 
of the convention floor.

NEW YORK The clearest conclusion that can be 
drawn from the New York Stock Exchange's proposed 
interim commission rates is that research-oriented institu- 
tional brokerage firms will bear the major part — if not all 
— of the reduction. % 

NYSE president Robert W. Haack has strongly ‘denied 
that any one group of brokers was singled out. At a press 
conference, board chairman Gustave L, Levy pointed to 
himself and said, “You're looking at the fella it will hurt the 
most and I'm all for it.” 

But a closer examination of the proposal — which 
apparently has the pre-arranged approval of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission — indicates’ that Levy may not be 
sacrificing as much as he would like the world to think. 


The fact is, he and his firm, Goldman, Sachs and 
Co., could very well come out of the whole thing making even 
more money than the considerable profits they rake in-under 
the current commission schedule. 

Goldman, Sachs, along with firms such as Bear, Stearns 
and Co. and Salomon Bros, and Hutzler, are among the 
largest block-trading firms in Wall Street. 

Goldman, Sachs, is also very active in “block 
positioning: which means the firm will buy stock for its own 
account if it can't find a buyer immediately. Depending on 
the , state of the market, that activity can entail a 
considerable degree of risk. 

As block traders, these firms stand to lose just as much 
commission income as other firms which service institutions, 
but rely more on their research capabilities than their talent 
for executing orders.

The big.difference, however, is not in the commission 
cuts.

Pope Defends, 
Priests Defy 
Pill Decree 


CASTEL GANDOLFO (AP) — 
Pope Paul defended his ban on 
artificial ‘birth control again 
Sunday and asked God's bless- 
ing to convert those who oppose 
it . 

Addressing the crowd assem- 
bled at his summer residence 
for his Sunday blessing, the 
Pope said his July. 29 encyclical 
has drawn varying  Teactions 
throughout the world. 

“And may all those who op- 
Pose it be blessed, so that’ their 
conscience may be illuminated 
atid guided by moral, true and | 
Superior doctrinal rectitude,"’ he | 
added. 

It was the third time since his 
birth control encylical was is- 
sued that the pontiff spoke 
publicly in its defence. This lent 
support to a growing impression 
in Vatican circles that he will 
continue to resist all pressure 
‘© retreat from his ruling 
against Roman Catholics using 
contraceptive devices. 

The encyclical continued to 
Spawn controversy around the 
world. 

Bernard Cardinal Alfrink of 
The Netherlands, a teading 
Roman Catholic Hiberal, said in 
an interview that the Pope 
could be criticized for his stand, 
but there must be no schism. in 
the church. 

MATTER OF CONSCIENCE 

He told Milan's Corrier delta 
Sera that despite the encyclical, 
judgment of right and wrong in 
bith control rests with the indi- 
vidual conscience. 


“But at the same time,” he 
edded, “remember that in the 
formation of conscience one 
must recognize the authoritative 
place of the word of papal 
teaching even if, as in this case, 
the teaching is not infallible.” 

In Poland, Stefan’ Cardinal 
Wyszynski. preached Sunday 
against birth control by artifi- 
cial means as Communist au- 
thorities announced they would 
start producing contraceptive 
pills hater this year. 

Polish. women-had used pills 
imported from Western coun- 
tries urtil recently, when ith 
authorities imported ,000- 
pills from East Germany. 

In Sydney, Australia, a meet- 
ing of Roman Catholics at Syd- 
hey University Hall voted 196 to 
117 in favor of a resolution as- 
serting: “We cannot accept the 
Pope's statement on birth com 
trol.” The resolution deckared 
that birth control is a matter of 
individual conscience. 

In Melbourne, Australia, Rev. 
Nicholas Corty, 37, a professor 
of theology at the Passionate 
Orders of Holy Cross Seminary, 
Was suspended for saying in two 
newspaper articles that he 
would mot accept the Pope's 
birth control doctriné. The arch- 
bishop of .Melbourne relieved 
him of priestly duties until he 
retracts his statements. 

Another Melbourne priest, 


‘Rev. Peter Phelan, went on 


television and said he, too, 
could not accept the Pope's 
birth control ban. He said he .ex- 
pects reaction from the 
archbishop.

Leaves which lose their green -coloring 
from a disease, a soil deficiency, or by insect 
or other damage, show a lack of general ~ 
vitality, a duliness quite unmistakable when 
compared with healthy foliage assuming fall 


In our coastal gardens we grow many 
shrubs which, 
leaved evergreens (that is, they retain their 
leaves throughout winter) possess the happy 
faculty of providing us with vivid fall foliage, 
returning to normal color in winter.

Once, years ago, Allan 
Cox and I fell into dis- - 
agreement over a muni- 
cipal matter that does not 
signify here. It was a 
brisk ‘set-to, and it left 
me with considerable re- 
spect for him as a man 
who not only had the 
courage of his convic- 
tanh, but a _highly-effec- 

ve verbal punch with 
7 igh to back them up. 

That’s one reason why 
I’m inclined to snicker 
when somebody suggests 
that Mr, Cox, Liberal 
candidate in the Oak 
Bay byelection, has -been 
waging a powderpuff 
campaign. 

His approach may lack the 
showmanship and slick high- 
pressure of the Social Credit 
blitz that has 
carpeted Oak 
Bay riding 
with the most 
frightful 
bumpff. But 
Allan. Leslie 
Cox is no 
pow de rpuff 
> politically or 
any other 
way. He is 
merely a 
man trained to a profession 
that demands evidence for 
claims and allegations made. 
The wild trumpeting, the roly- 
pely platitudes are not for 
him. 

His firmly-stated facts land 
hard, however, and in a 
Legislative Assembly where 
debate oft-times takes leave 
of the realities, he would 
make his impact felt. 

Mr. Cox dropped in between 
engagements on Thursday 
afternoon. 

He is a big redhead, with a 
contained vigor’ about him. 
The sturdy newsroom chair 
complained when he leaned 
forward. With suit-coat shed, 
he locked thoroughly capable 
of the long if not always 
fairway-splitting golf drives 
attributed to him: 

Down at Oak Bay Liberal 
headquarters, his wife, Margo, 
jwas hard at work. The Cox 
children ‘have also helped by 
filling envelopes with his 
modest campaign literature.

Junior High, and son David, 
10, to Willows Elementary.

Lawyer Cox is 40, and into 
those years he has packed a 
good deal of living. At the age 
of 14 he worked a summer as 
a section hand on the E and N 
Railway. 

“Not because I had to,” he 
explained, thereby throwing 
away @ nice bit of rags-to- 
riches calor, “but because I 
wanted to.” 

His mother, Mrs. Grace 
Cox, is of Lowland Scots 
stock, as was his father. As 
parents, they set an example 
of firm independence. They 
believed in boys going out to 
work, 

“I worked at just about 
everything,” he summarized, 
“and I'm glad, because of the 
people I met. To gain an 
understanding of peoples’ 
problems, I think you have to 
get in and work with them.” 

The man who served Oak

NEW TECHNIQUE ELIMINATES LONG WAIT, SEVERE PAIN 


Amputee Walks Hours After Surgery 


By JOHN SLINGER 


At 10:15 last Friday morn- 
ing 55-year-old Nils Christof- 
ferson was wheeled into surg- 
ery at 
Hospital, put under anaesthe- 
tic and had his left leg 
amputated five inches below 
the knee. 


At noon he was wheeled 
back to his own room and two 
hours later he awakened. 


At 5 o'clock he got out of 
bed and, hobbling slightly on 
his artificiak leg, made his 
own Way fo’the bathroom. 


An hour later, accompanied 
by his wife who had come 
down from their home at 
Maple. Bay, he rode the 
elevator downsiairs, wajked 
Out .of the hospital some 200 
yards t> the Red Cross 
canteen “and had'a cup of 


Now, one week later, using 
crutches which he says are 
mainly ‘for balance,- Nils 
Christofferson has made three 
trips into downtown Victoria— 
one night to a bingo game, 
ane night to. a Chinese res- 
taurant for dinner. 

At the end of August he 
says he plens to'.be back at 
work as a millwright in the 
Crofton pulp mill. 


The operation was per- 
formed by Dr. J. D. Warren, 
an_orthopedic surgeon, . and 
Dr. Mark Toone, assisted by 
G. N. CGiayton and O. J. Bell 
of the hospital's prosthetics 
department.

attached. A rubber foot went 
on the end of that. 


Mr, Clayton said there is a

plaster wrap is put on. At that 
time pressure pads must be 
applied in exactly the right 
spots.

This eliminates most post- 
operative pain.
